The special objects of this pub]ic»tiun being 
la make generally known and understood, tli« 
fseilit)e» which hat* been provided by the 
recent enaotmantt of the loci) Legislature 
fat intending emigrants from the Vnited King- 
don oc from other pail a of Europe, to retort to 
thia colony ; wa shall not dwell at any length 
npon a description of the country, it* produc. 
tion* and tapabllities, which hare lately been 
repeatedly and Fully described ; but confine our- 
i-elves to affording authentic information upon 
■objects which immediate) y interest and concern 

" Itu w*^nowr, that New South Wale, it of 
greet eilent, capatiio of maintaining a pcmula. 
boil of manj millions— that ita peculiarly 
healthy climate variei from the mitd tempera, 
tore similar to that of the Southern paita 
of England, till it retches into 
the tropica, ^ that it is capable of 
producing, and dona produce abundantly every- 
description of grain, v 0R eUblei, fruits, treei and 
plant* adapted to auch a variety Q f climate ; and 
that all domestic, tnima'a thrive and increase 
more than in any other country. 

The soil rarien, from the very richest ind. 
haul tible alluvia! deposit* to barren tract* unlit 
for agriculture, but ths avenge i* certainly ail 
perior to the aretes,* of tho name eitent in nny 
part of Karope ; and it it olvioua that for very 
many years, perhaps centuriet, only the better 
description of toil* will be selected for eulll 
until density a T population may bring the infc- 
rior land into occupation. 

The Immigrants need therefore be under no ap- 
prehension, as to their being able to obtain suit- 
abla landt on reasonable term*, whither they 
require them forthwith, bringing the necessary 
capital with them, or whether they look for them 
allele few yearn' service in the colony.— Un- 
cleared landt in convenient situations can still 
be purehatcd at from tan to fifteen ihillingn pec 
aim, and cultivated farm* with building upon 
them, have very recently been told at horn 1*2 
to JC3 tier acre. Both uncleared land and esta- 
blished farm* can be rented on very reasonable 
term*, larg* proprietors being anxious to let to 
competent tenant a. 

Slock can be obtained at front i0». to 2.5«. 

St bead foe mixed herds of cows and bullocks, 
nod aheap at from it. to 7. . and useful horses 
at from £10 to £15. 

There are no internal tare* whatever, 
no duties on importation, upon any ue- 
csauaria* of life, nor upon furniture 
ot implement*, or upon article* of clothing, a 
illght duly it levied on tea, coffee and sugar 
and only tobacco and spirit* are charged with a 
oonsiderablt duty ; consequently all the neces- 
saries and real comfort* of life are obtained beto 
st a cheaper rate than in any other country in 
the World. 

The most perfect political, civil and rjligiout 
liberty, ^protect ion for person and property and 
the imparl id administration of justice, are fan. 
dam ™ ml I y secured to all inhabitants of thit 
territory, as fully as in England,— and foreigners 
of good repute can obtain naturalisation after a 
■hurt residence at a very small expense not 
(lending £l 10a. 

As in all new countries, where an intelligent 
population poiaeatea the required energy for 
industrial enterprise, wages tor every deaerip. 
tion of labour are and have alway* been suffi. 
ciently remunerative, not only to support tho 
labourer in comfort, but (o enable him, it he be 
prudent and frugal, in a very few years to be- 
es**** independent, and in sua turn an employer 
of labour. 

tJnakUed labourers obtain readily £30 a year, 
with lodging, firing, and weekly ration! constat- 
ing of 10 16a. meat, 10 lbs. flour, 2 I ha. sugar, 
and I lb. tea or \ lb. coffee. Skilled labour era 
obtain higher wagea in proportion to their abiti- 
tiet, soma aa high at £40 a year with the above 
ration*. Mechanic* who are good workmen 
always obtain from St. to 7s. per day. 

By the recant discoveries of rich and exten- 
sive gold llolda in this colony, the 
demand for every description of labour has 
greatly increased, not only because so msny 
labourer* have proceeded in search of gold, but 
also because a large indux of population having 
taken place and much ready money being in 
circulation, many more hands are required,— 
Wagea, hare therefore, risen very far above the 
foregoing quotations, especially for mechanics 
of every description, tome of whom obtain at 
this time 10.. to 12,. pcr day, as wheelwright!, 
shipwrights, fee. ■ but we do not think it right 
to hold out expectations that these extreme 
rate* will be maintained, and intending emi- 
grants should not calculate upon more than our 
previous quotations. — Female farm and do- 
mettic-teivsnU obtain according to their abilities 
from £1 2 to £20 ».ye*r, with board and lodging ; 
married couples likewise readily find engage- 
ment* at proportionate wage*. 

For labour iDg immigrant* this colony pos- 
sesses in one particular a very decided advan- 
tage over the United Statea of America, heie 
lliey have no occasion to travel many miles into 
the interior at their own expente to obtain em- 
ployment ; they are euro to obtain suitable en. 
gagementa at the port of arrival, and the ex. 
pens* of their conveyance to the place where 
they are to be employed it defrayed for them, 

Another great advantage is that all wage* 
ate by law and custom invariably paid in ready 
mosey ; there ia no truck system allowed, nor 
any payment in produce aa ia frequently the 
case in America. 

Notwithstanding the manifold attractions for 
immigrants which this country poaseaiea, the 
number of loose who hare retorted to it bears 
but a very email proportion to the annual emi- 
gration from Europe. Ths first and chief cause 
of this in certainly the considerable expense of 
the voyage from Europe) to Australia, which 
with the necessary outfit cannot be provided for 
lets than £15, and the next caureof this limited 
emigration to this favoured territory will be 
found in the adhesion hitherto to the faltscioua 
theory of Mr. Wakefield to provide free pas- 
tsget for labouring emigrants at the expense of 
the land fund. 

It ii not necessary for the present purpose to 
demonstrate the fallacies and obstructive ten. 
dencies or the system hitherto pursued, but we 
trill endeavour fully to point out all the facilities 
and benefit! which the new enactments afford 
to all cissies, to the employers aa well as the 
employed. 

The intelligent reader will (hen upon com. 
piiuon be enabled to draw his own c :nclua!ons 
npon the respective merits of the two ty items. 

By the sixteenth Victoria, No. 42, it is enacted 
that hereafter no free passages shall be granted 
la aay emigrants, but that the necessary assist- 
ance may be afforded to the wivet and children 
under fourteen years of age, of those who are 
able and willing to work and repay the amount 
advanced for their passage out of their earnings,

Assistance is to be afforded to British emi- 
grants, through the intervention of the Kmigra- 
tion Commissioner! in London, who will pro- 
tide passsges to New South Walet to approved 
emigrants, upon payment of certain deposit!, 
and the execution of an indenture of service to 
tno Immigration Agent in Sydney, by which ho 
it authorised to hire them to any competent 
employer who undertake* to repay to the Go- 
vernment the amount due for tioaess?B-monev 



■™™ ™ amount due for passage- money 
from the emigrant, out of his first and second 
years' wages ; " or the emigrant* may contract 
duectly with the ship-owner*, captains, or ship- 
brokers in any port of the United Kingdom oc of 
tho continent of Kurnpe, to pay dawn only 
a small proportion of passage money to be 
agreed upon Wean the p*rtie.,*nd leave the 
balance which may not exceed £10 pet adult to 
be paid within tix dayt after arrival either by 
the emigrants or by tho employer* to whom 
they may hire themselves, with the concurrence 
of the Ooverarasnt Immigration Agent." 

Ihe operations of the Emigration Commis- 
sioners may be considerably extended under 
this arrangement, but we expect the moat im- 
portant reaalla from the emigration which will 
lake place by private tbips ; undtr the present 
enactment. Many shipowners who could not 
conveniently tender for Government Contracts, 
will gladly bring out a number of emigrants, 
on reasonable terms, if they embark at 
the usual port of departure of Lhoir ships. The 
difficulty has hitherto been, that shipowners 
were obliged to require prepayment of the whole 
passage money, and there were too few able 
and willing to pay down the amount; but un- 
der the new law they will fill their ahipi very 
readily, while the prompt payment of the resi- 
due of the passage money is so wall secured, 
that the shipowners may Tot the usual carnrnis- 
eion obtain a guarantor for it, from the agent to 
whom they consign their veaselt end from whom 
they will obtain all their further and special io- 
formstiun, aa they may require. 
_ For the emigrants every reoeooable faci- 
lity has been provided to enable them 
to resort as freely to thit colony a* 
to the ueircet American port : every obstacle 
he* been removad and the utmost car* and con- 
sideration haa been bestowed to secure their 
safety and comfort on the passage and their 
well-being and perfect liberty after arrival. By 
the present disbursement of a very few pounds, 
not sufficient to pay for the most economical 
pawege to America ; the emigrant can procure 
a good outfit and a passage to New South Wales 
in the beat regulated ships with comfortable ac- 
commodation end a liberal dietary ; they arc 
not, like in the American ports, subject to pay- 
ment of any head-money ; whether they arrive 
under indenture to the Emigration Commisaionert 
or under contract for their passage in private 
ships, they are at perfect liberty to engage them, 
selves to the most eligible employers, or to de- 
cline any engagement, if they can at once pay 
off the balance due for their passages. 

But what it of the bigheal importance to 
spirited and energetic emigrants is, that they 
will hereafter be enabled to obtain passage* to 
New South Wales " at aoon aa they have com- 
pleted their private arrangements, without hav- 
ing to wait, often for a considerable period, for 
their tarn to embark, after they nave gone 
through the required fonni and their applies, 
lions have been approved by the Commissioners," 
In the United Kingdom, intending emigrants 
being British subject* have the option first to 
apply for passages to the Commitiionem ; but 
if these from any cause should not be enabled to 
grant them passages, within the time Ihsy may 
be desirous to embark ; they will find in all the 
principal ports, ships ready to take them at 
once, on equally liberal and advantageous terms . 
In one word, it caaae* to be a pauper emigration 
to New South Welet ; the emigrant* are equally 
independent, whether they pay (heir passage- 
money before embarkation or partly alter 
arrival, and they stand in the most respected 
social position, if they only honourably fulfil 
their engagements. Indeed we would recom- 
mend all emigrants who do not pretend to the 
superior accommodation of a cabin passage, to 
avail themselves of this assisted emi. 
gratinn, although they may have the 
mean* to pay for their passsges ; many 
prudent immigrants will find it greatly their 
advantage to accept engagemen's at fast, and if 
it be more to their interest t lie their arrival, they 
can but nay off the balance. Under any circum- 
stances it iss decided advantage to the emigrants 
to be enabled to keep their money until they 
have reached (heir destination, where they ate 
heat able to judge what it most beneficial for 
them. 

In thij way resident* in this colony who have 
relations or friends whom they may wish tojoin 
them, or who desire to engage srtiiuis.sstistants, 
and .ervantt of any description can procure, at a 
very small outlay, passages fur them, paying the 
remaining £10 per adult after they have joined 
them, and entered upon tbeir engagements ; a 
much more satisfactory and more convenient 
course than as at pretent, to deposit the amount 
here, end have it tent home through the Go- 
vernment, and then wait the emigrants being 
sent out in their turns by the Commissioner*. 

It ia often very beneficial fur artificers and 
Other* to entef into agreements of service with 
respectable persons proceeding to this colony or 
with the legally authorised agents of partita re- 
siding here, hut we would earnestly advise every 
intending emigrant, and eipecially those from 
the ContmeDt, as from Germany, etc., S,c, before 
they enter into any contract for service, to ascer- 
tain in the first instance that ths agent* with 
whom they contract are acting under due autho- 
rity, which can only be conferred by n duly 
attested power of attorney from the party here 
whom they are to serve; and under no pretence 
to allow themselves to be led into incurring any 
unnecessary cxpencc*. 

Henceforth the emigrants will no more require 
the intervention of any middle person or agent, 
to this colony than to proceed to America. The 
Km ignition Commltttonera will, of course, make 
known the terms upon which they will grant 
pustget. And the respectable ship. broken at 
the several port* who will distribute thit in. 
formation will also advertise the sailing of the 
private emigrant ahips, so that the e ml grants 
have on'y to applv directly to these, embark 
without delay or difficulty, and without certifi- 
cates of any kind being required. All the ahip- 
oivnerot broker can require is, that the appli. 
cants Khali be able-bodied healthy adults between 
the ages of 1 1 and 43 years, who have the 
necessary outfit, pay the stipulsted deposit, and 
enter into the agreement to pay the balance as 
before described. 

We have purpotely avoided to mention the 
diggings at the gold fields as one of ths attrac- 
tions which ought to induce intending emigrants 
to direct their course to New South Wales, 
partly b^cens? tho gold fields have been abun- 
dantly proclaimed throughout the world, but 
particularly because we are scrupulously [ami. 
cioui not to bold out any allurement* which 



might produce disappointment. Now, although 
the gold mines of New South Walet *re both 
rich and extensive, yet gold-eeeking ia here, aa 
it alway* will be in all countries, a lottery in 
which every ont does not obtain a priie t-> in- 
demnify him fat the severe labour bestowed, or 
for the privations endured and sacrifices made. 

We neither blame nor wish to discourage 
those who am disposed to try their fortunes at 
gold mines, but all other classes are certain to 
secure a greater amount of comfort and 
happiness, and will ultimately find that they 
have accumulated more gold, than the average 
or diggers : at the same time it mutt be admitted 
that the large amount of gold found and con- 
verted into money enables the community to 
give employment to many hand* and remunerate 
them liberally. 

Finally we would advise all emigrants to 
embark from ths port which Uiey can reach at 
the smallest expense ; not to expend any portion 
or their meant except for the necessary outfit 
for tho voyage, everything else can he purchased 
here at cheaply as in England, and cheaper 
than on the Continent, and they know better 
when here, what ii suitable for the climate and 
the localities ; good beds and blankets are the 
most desirable article* to be furnished fur the 
voyage and immediately after arrival. 

The before recited act, sixteenth Victoria, 
No. 1 2,— after enacting how lJritith emigrant* 
assisted by the Commissioners are to be in- 
dented, provide* that these indentures may be 
cancelled, if the emigrsnt pays the balance of his 
postage money within fourteen day* after arrival, 
or at the expiration of one years' sen-re. if he 
gives three months notice and pays the balance 
then due from him for hit passage. 

For the violation of any indenture or contract 
of service, or for absconding from the service, 
tho patties are liable upon summary conviction, 
to imprisonment with or without hard labour, 
not exceeding three mouths, at the discretion of 
two justices, and for subsequent offence* to 
similar imprisonment not exceeding six months ; 
and the period or absconding or imprisonment 
U not to be deemed to be a part of the term of 
service mentioned in such contract of service or 
indenture. 

And for the encouragement to ship owners to 
afford similar facilities to emigrant* from all 
part* of Europe, and at the earns time to secure 
to them the prompt payment of the balance of 
passage money due after arrival, it ia enacted in 
Clause IX or the same Act that — 

" If any owner or master of any ship or 
vessel shall contract in writing with sny emigrant 
either from the United Kingdom, or from any 
foreign country, for his or her conveyance to 
any port in this colony, and any such emigrant 
shall engage either to pay any portion uf hi- or 
her passage money, riot exceeding ten pounds, 
within six days after his or her arrival, or to 
eiecnte within the same period, wjih the con- 
curtenco of the Emigration Agent of this colony 
for the time being, or his depnty, an indenture 
of service for two year*, to some competent em- 
ployer, at tucb. rat* of wages aa rasy be agreed 
upon between the parties, or aa the Immigra- 
tion Agent may deem reasonable, and by which 
the employer engage*, upon the execution 
thereof, to pay or secure the amount of passage 
money remaining doe from such emigrant ; then 
every such emigrant shall be held bound to the 
due fulfilment of each contract, in the aama 
msnner, and subject to the same penalties and 
punishment for non-performance, at if he or she 
had arrived under indenture to Her Majesty'*

Prmaca haa just delivered his 
Mewice w the Congress. Thnut ih*t* Papers, m>t- 
wrthstandiits their cumbersome magnitude, are always 
important to Europe, which is daily more and more 
intern I e.1 in the inurements of the glmntle Republic. 
The Praldaut'a document, like its predecessor*, u 
verbaw, comprehensive, and elaborate. In his open- 
inic, the President, ntemnf to the direnirled features 
uf aoute ut the flutes, talks in s spirit which would do 
credit to a Royal oddras to the counties of Eng land : — 

" In the midst of our sorrow for the efiicted and 
■ uftcruitt, it haa been consoling to see how promptly 
disaster made true neighbour* of discrleu and cities 
■eparaied widely from each ether, and charring to 
watch the strength of the VAinrann bond of bn tb erhaod 
which unites all hearts, in every part of this Union, 
when danger threaten! from abroad, or calamity im- 
pen.Uoves uh at hutuc."

Stevens, 
who eaamined the eastern portion, reported verv fa- 
vnurahlyi but Captain M-cSelian, who examined the 
Cascade mournmiis. rerwrt. that they tire impracticable 
for a railroad. 

But a railroad wa* not what the people nf Washing- 
ton hoped from the expedition, but a description of the 
land and Information of the discovery of precious 
metals, and thia hope ia gralinrd.
